President Hoover has c*mpleted the restoration of the historic Lincoln 


study in the White House. 


He is doing his evening work in it, having brought 
the Lincoln Cabinet chairs and other 


authenticated Lincolnian articles to 


obtain as much as possible of the original atmosphere, 
The study is one of the fine rooms@————- —= — 


of the White House. In it Lincoln read 
the Proclaination of Emancipaticn to 
his Cabinet, « big painting of which 
hangs in the Capitol. The fireplace 
has been restored almost as it appeared 
in that paiating. 

The room hes been used as the chief 
guest bedroom for some years. In it 
was the so-called Lincoln bed, about 
the ge::uincness of which there ts some 
doubt. At any rate, because it was 
supposed to be the Lincoln bed it has 
been reserved during several Admini- 
strations for the most distiguished visi- 
tors, the Prince of Wales being among 
them. ‘President Wilson occupiea it 
duing his !!!ress. 

Mrs. Hoover has taken out of storaze 
some tiuly magnificent rugs for the 
President’s new study. The Hoovers 
left their S Street house pretty much 
as it was, except for personal ti:ngs 
when they moved from it to the White 
House and leased their Washington 
home to Senator Frederic Walcott of 
Connecticut, a long-time personal 
friend. 

Tt is said they haveS\n California 
sufficient furniture to equtp two large 
nouses. They have been picking up 
things all over the world for a quarter 
of a century. The White House of to- 
day is beginning to reveal at every 
turn evidences of the Hoover pe-scnal 
touch. As she saw places where she 
thought something of her own would 
help out, Mrs. Hoover has bad those 
rugs or pieces of brit-a-brac Gug out of 
storage and sent to the White House.

H ranged in their entirety the first 
draft of the passages dealing with! 
the question of Germany's collapse 
at the end of the war and the rea- 
sons that brought it about, since 
subsequent events caused him to 
mecdify his opinions. Readers of 
memoirs with literary tastes will be 
interested to hear that he took 
Horace as his model and spent many 
hours in: polishing his sentences and 
verifying the quotations tn which he 
delighted. Among the instructions, 
facsimile documents and _ photo- 
graphs he left for inclusion is the 
only portrait known to exist of the 
famous Geheimrat Holstein, the man 
behind the scenes in the German 
Foreizn Office during the most 
eventful years of the past cra; it was 
given to his only woman friend, and 
handed over by her later to the 
Prince.
